Begin affirms Israeli army 


to remain in Gaza.W. Bank 


NEW YORK, Sept 20 
(Agencies) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Meoahem Begin said 
.Wednesday that Israeli forces 
will stay on the West Bank of 
the Jordan River and the Gaza 
Strip beyond five years “to 
insure Jewish blood is never 
shed again.” 

He issued the statement 
during a 70-minute appeal to 
the American Jewish commu- 
nity to “stand together” with 
the Israelis. He said that “no 
enemy will get the upper 
hand” against Israel. 

He said the -presence of Is- 
raeli forces in those areas was 
“necessary for the security of 
the Israelis.” 

The prime minister said “an 
unknown spokesman” of the 
U.S. State Department had 
suggested that Israeli forces 
would remain in the disputed 
territory only five years. 

“I hereby declare we will 


stay beyond five years,” he 
told an audience of about 
3,000 persons at a meeting of 
the conference of presidents 
of major American Jewish or- 
ganizations at the Americana 
Hotel. 

Meanwhile President Anwar 
Sadat was Wednesday report- 
ed determined to hold talks 
with Israel on a peace treaty, 
with or without the support 
of his Arab backers. 

He was also prepared to 
negotiate a settlement with Is- 
rael on the occupied West 
Bank if Jordan refused to do 
so, the official Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) report- 
ed.

20 
(Agencies) — The Shah of Iran 
told survivors of a devastating 
earthquake Wednesday that 
their oasis town will be re- 
built. 

“1 promise to rebuild your 
destroyed community but it 
may not be as beautiful as the 
ancient Tabas,” .Shah Muham- 
mad Reza Pablavi said to hun- 
dreds of survivors clamoring 
about him during a three-hour 
visit. 

Officials of the Iranian re- 
lief Agency, Red Lion and Sun, 
said that at least 16,000 persons 
— including 1 1 ,000 in this city 
— were killed. 

Burly security men, soldiers 
and officers struggled to stop 
the men and women, shouting 
“Shashanshah" (king of kings), 
from engulfing the monarch 
soon after he flew into the 
dirt airstrip outside the devas- 
tated town of Tabas. 

But some survivors of the 


quake managed to break 
through theseething cordon and 
prostrate themselves at the 
Shah's feet.

Pakistan sets up pilgrim clinics

JEDDAH. Sept. 20 — A 
Pakistani medical mission has 
set up a 30-bed hospital and 
three dispensaries in Mecca 
and a dispensary in both Jed- 
dah’s Hajj City and Medina to 
serve Pakistani pilgrims. 

The 88-man mission, which 
arrived here last week has set 
up first aid posts at Jeddah 
airport and sea port. In addi- 
tion. 30 medical aid teams will 
be stationed in Medina where 
the mission also intends to set 
up a 10-bed hospital 

The mission Includes specia- 
lists. general duty medical offi- 
cers. male nurses, dispensers, 
surgical assistants, radiograph- 
ers and dental -and sanitary 
assistants. The Pakistani army 
is providing 75 members of the 
team. 

Pakistan’s yearly medical 
mission, although designed for 


the medical needs of Pakistani 
pilgrims, also extends its ser- 
vices to the pilgrims of other 
nationalities. 

SPA adds: The first _ g*oup 
of MaJaysian pilgrims will arri- 
ve here Sept- 25, the Malaysian 


embassy said here Wednesday. 

The spokesman said that 
8,000 Malaysians intend to 
make the pilgrimage. The Ma- 
laysian 'medical mission and 
Hajj delegation will total 160 
persons.

MANAGUA, Sept. 20 (Agen- 
cies) — The National Guard an- 
nounced Tuesday it had reta- 
ken Esteli in northwestern Ni- 
caragua alter rebels held the 
city for more than a week. 
Newsmen were not allowed in- 
to the city to confirm the re- 
port. 

The announcement said 
troops loyal to President Anas- 
tasio Somoza “penetrated all 
sectors, of the city, restoring 
calm and tranquility.” 

The city had been under 
constant counterattack by the 
Guard since Thursday. Nica- 
raguan. Air Force planes made 
repeated raids on guerrilla po- 
sitions and ground soldiers were 
supported by at least one tank. 

Sources earlier said the re- 
bels apparently held three small 
town*, west of Esteli on major 
crossroads. They also held de- 
fensive positions about four 
miles south of Esteli on the 
Pan-American Highway where 
the road winds through a can- 
yon. This position had kept 
the National Guard from ap- 
proaching from the south.

House views 
FBI actions 
in JFK death 

WASHINGTON, Sept 20 
(AP) — House of Represen- 
tatives Assassinations Com- 
mittee » assessing whether the 
FBI did all it should have 
dooe in the investigation of 
the murder of President Ken- 
nedy. 

Witnesses were scheduled to 
testify Wednesday about the 
FBI investigation and its co- 
operation with other agencies 
and the Warren Commission. 

The committee shifted into 
that area Tuesday with testi- 
mony from two retired Secret 
Service officials who said 
their agents performed well, 
although they failed to save 
Kennedy from the assassin's 
bullets in Dallas. 

Winding up public testi- 
mony on longstanding rumors 
of Guban involvement, the 
committee referred to a 
"stream of murky allegations” 
but did little to clarify them.

SAN JOSE, Sept. 20 (APJ 
— Helicopters and fighter 
planes sit at the airport of anti- 
militaristic Costa Rica as an of&- 
cial of the Nicaraguan guer- 
rillas in exile here called for 
more direct action from “the 
democratic governments if 
the area" in the fight between 
the Sandinista National Libe- 
ration Front and the govern- 
ment of Anastasio Somoza.

Ernesto 
Cardenal said Tuesday althou- 
gh the democratic govern- 
ments of the area are in sym- 
pathy with the move to oust 
Somoza, they have been ob- 
serving international law and 
not intervening directly in the 
conflict. 

“But we think that inter- 
national law in this respect is 
now obsolete," Cardenal said. 

The four fighter planes and 
five helicopters were sent by 
Venezuela and Panama as a 
“goodwill gesture" after Cos- 
ta Rica charged a Nicaraguan 
plane violated its air space 
last week and machinegunned 
a truck on a road two miles 
inside the border, wounding 
one man. 


Despite Somoza’s claims that 
the Sandinistas have been 
crushed, his government has 
only a tenuous hold on the na- 
tion. Corinio, the major port 
in the northwestern pan of 
the country, was subjected to 
widespread looting Sunday and 
Monday, reports reaching Ma- 
nagua said. 

Jose Somoza, the president's 
half-brother, ordered naval for- 
ces' to guard the city and pre- 
vent looters from reaching 
ships tied up at the docks. 

There were other signs of 
desperation among Nicara- 
guans. Long lines were report- 
ed at passport application of- 
fices and one official said: 
“The people are desperate. 
They want to get out of here." 

Managua's airport, heavily 
guarded by government troops, 
was jammed with long lines of 
people trying to escape . the 
fighting. Copa, a Panamanian 
airline, increased its daily 
Sights to six to handle the 
volume of people trying to 
reach safety in other Central 
American capitals, Lanica, the 
Nicaraguan airline, maintained 
a regular schedule but other in- 
ternational carriers had reduc- 
ed their Sights into Managua 
to one per day. There were no 
flights after dark. The country 
is under an 8 p.m. curfew.

She was addressing a Cross- 
roads protest meeting at the 
University of Witwatersrand 
Tuesday attended by about 
2,000 students. 

At least one man was shot 
dead, several were injured and 
hundreds were arrested in the 
night raid. 

"Of all the she£r lurfatic ac- 
tions, last week's raids must 
bead the list: literally asking for 
punitive measures against 
South Africa," she said. 

“One might well ask — do the 
Nationalists have a death 
wish?” 

“Almost as sickening as the 
raids," she said, were the ex- 
planations offered by Justice 
Minister Jimmy Kruger and the 
deputy minister for plural rela- 
tions. Willie Vosloo. The offi- 
cials described the raids as a 


“routine crime- prevention” ope- 
ration and blamed “white ra- 
dicals" for organizing and tip- 
ping off the 20.000 squatters.

In divorce papers filed in 
1976, Brooke claimed he owed 
a Boston wholesaler $49,000. 
But he later acknowledged 
that the correct amount was 
$2,000 and the rest was owed 
to his mother-in-law’s estate. 

For a time, it appeared 
Brooke might have to answer 
perjury charges, but district 
attorneys in two Massachuset- 
ts counties decided his action 
did not merit prosecution.

Bids came from 16 banks, 
m^alworking companies and 
individuals for 772,000 ounces 
°*f°ld. The highest was 
X2I3.21 an ounce from Repub- 
lic National Bank . of New 
York, 

Dresdner Bank of Fr ankf urt 
was the . apparent successful 
bidder for. tbe bank of the golj, 
offering S 42S million for 
200,000 ounces, or $121.50 an 
ounce. 

In November the -'govern- 
ment will begin four monthly 
sales of 750,000 ounces each. 

Had the treasury sold that 
much this time, the lowest pri- 
ce among apparent successful 
bidders would have been about 
S210 an ounce, more than a 
dollar bdow the London mar- 
ket quotation just prior to the 
auction. 

This thin demand for U.S. 
gold could drag down prices 
for the metal cm world markets 
and frustrate the government’s 
attempt to sell off all the gold 
earmarked for the auctions. 

Tbe theory behind the auc- 
tions has been that selling gold 
will support the U.S. currency 
by sopping up excess dollars 
' in world markets and will also 
benefit the U.S. trade balance.^ 

Tbe treasury plans another 
300,000-ounce auction next 
month before the amount be- 
ing offered increases.

Japan predicts surplus 
of trade to reach $20. 5b 
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KINSHASA, Sept 20 (R) 

— Iran and Zaire are setting 
up a joint commission under 
a three-year cooperation 
agreement signed here Tues- 
day, the official Zaire news 
agency <AZAP) reported. 

It gave no details, but said 
the joint commission will re-

TOKYO, Sept. 20 (R) — 
Japan Wednesday * predicted 
that this year’s trade surplus 
would reach $20.5 billion com- 
pared with last year’s record 
$20.3 billion 

Takebiro Sagami, vice minis- 
ter of finance for international 
affairs, told a press briefing tbe 
tentative figure was based on 
forecast exports of 19.6 trillion 
yen. down eight per cent on 
1977, and imports of 15.4 tril- 
lion yen, down five per cent. 

This would give a surplus 
for tbe year of 4.2 trihion yen, 
doWn from 5.15 'trillion last 
year. Translated at 200 per 
dollar, exports come out at 
$95.5 billion and imports at 
$75.0 billion. 

Japan, under intense interna- 
tional pressure to cut its sur- 
pluses to help world economic 
recovery, forecast last January’s 
trade surplus for tbe year end* 
mg next March would be $13.5 
billion. 

The trade surplus in fiscal 
1977 rose to a record $20.3 
billion, which played a major 


part in forcing the dollar down 
against other major currencies 
on the foreign exchange mar- 
ket. 

The government recently re- 
vised its forecast for this year’s 
current account surplus, to an 
estimated $13.1 billion, more 
than double the original tar- 
gets of six billion dollars. 

In a related development, 
Sagami said Japan would re- 
state at the annual Internatio- 
nal Monetary Fund (IMF) 
meeting in Washington nexf 
week that it has an- internatio- 
nal responsibility to cut tbe 
current account surplus as soon 
as possible. 

But he added without elabo- 
rating that while Japan would 
do its best to cut tbe surplus, 
• it must have reciprocation from 
other' countries for its efforts. 

iHe noted that the dollar was 
the world’s key international 
currency, and a stronger U.S. 
currency would help to shrink 
tbe size of the Japanese cur- 
rent account surplus.

President Carter has dispatched his Secretary of State, 
Cyrus Vance, to the Middle East to explain the provisions 
of the controversial Camp David agreements. Syria, Jordaa 
and Saudi Arabia have agreed to receive Mr. Vance and 
hear his explanation of the documents, which represent a 
tremendous personal victory for President Carter but whose 
implications for the Middle East have yet to be fully assessed. 
There are many problems with the Camp David "frame- 
works”. For one thing, on first glance it appears that Presi- 
dent Sadat has agreed to a comprehensive formula that is 
strikingly similar to the old “Begin plan," and has received 
no concrete commitment for total Israeli withdrawal from the 
West Bank, and Gaza. For another, the provisions dealing 
with Palestinian self-determination are conspicuously vague, we 
assume in deference to Israeli sensitivity on the issue. And 
finally, the two agreements — one dealing with over-all peace 
and the other with an Egyptian-Jsraeli treaty — are not formal- 
ly linked, leaving open the prospect of a dangerous separate 
peace between Cairo and Tel Aviv. 

As he briefs, Jordanian, Saudi and Syrian leaders this 
week. Secretary Vance will have to deal with these apparent 
flaws in the accords. America's top diplomat is expected to 
stress President Carter’s view that once the Israeli withdrawal 
process begins, an irreversible process will be set in motion 
which will lead inevitably to total Israeli evacuation of the 
West Bank and Gaza and the realization of Palestinian self- 
determination. Mr. Vance will want to convince Arab leaders 
to foster this process, by joining in the negotiating frame- 
work. President Sadat, he is likely to say, is on the verge of 
regaining all of Sinai without firing a shot or spilling a drop 
of Wood, and the other confrontation states, if they are will- 
ing, can do the same. As the occupied territories revert to 
Arab control, the legitimate rights of the Palestinians can be 
granted expression in a way not possible so long as Israel 
retains military dominion over the area. This at any rate is 
the American contention. 

Mr. Vance will place considerable emphasis on what the 
Carter administration regards as the main advantages that 
will accrue to the Arab world as a result of the Camp David 
accords. First, Israel’s military occupation of the West Bank 
and Gaza will come to an end. Second, a Palestinian “self- 
governing” authority will recognize for the first time the legi- 
timate rights of the Palestinian people. Third, the Palestin- 
ians will be recognized as a party to the negotiations on the 
final status of the West Bank and Gaza, and will take part in 
the negotiations of any Jordanian-Israeli peace treaty. Fourth 
Israel has committed itself to work for a “prompt solution to 
the refugee problem” in accordance with U.N. resolutions on 
the subject. And finally, the Camp David framework applies 
to all confrontation states if they wish to participate in the 
peace process. 

Among the questions Arab leaders are likely to ask tbe 
secretary: Why must Palestinian participants in “final status” 
negotiations be members of Egyptian or Jordanian delegations, 
and not members of a Palestinian delegation? Can Palestin- 
ians in exile be elected to the “self-governing authority” in the 
West Bank and Gaza? Now that Israel has agreed to withdraw 
almost half its troops from the occupied lands, what guaran- 
tees do the Arabs have that it will withdraw the rest? These 
and other ambiguities are key sticking points in the Camp 
David framework, and Arab, leaders will need to have them 
resolved before comprehensive negotiations could proceed. 
One positive aspecL of the agreement is that Palestinian repre- 
sentatives from the West Bank and Gaza who participate in 
the negotiating process can be members of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organization, without fear of Israeli veto. 

In short, Mr. Vance has his work cut out for him. He 
has a great deal of explaining to do on his current Middle 
East mission. Tbe Arab leaders concerned have expressed a 
willingness to listen, but that is all at this point. The Ameri- 
cans are jubilant that President Assad, King Hussein and 
King Khaled have agreed to receive Mr. Vance. But it would 
be simplistic for U.S. leaders to equate such courtesy with 
Arab acceptance. I

Camp David trade-offs

WASHINGTON — 

The two Middle East ac- 
cords signed by Israel and 
Egypt this week are a trade- 
off under which both coun- 
tries modified long-held poli- 
cies In exchange for tangible 
steps towards peace. 

The agreements - themselves 
are proof of the balance that 
had to be struck in 13 days 
of talks at Camp David. 

Israeli Prime Minister Me- 
nahem Begin Insisted that die 
agreement opening the way to 
a separate peace treaty with 
Egypt in three months had to 
be concluded if he was to sign 
a framework agreement for 
Middle East peace, officials 
said. 

Bat Egypt’s President An- 
war Sadat would not sign the 
Egypti an-Israeii accord unless 
the framework agreement, 
aimed at resolving the Pales- 
tinian problem, was conclud- 
ed. 

As a result, the talks pro- 
ceeded in parallel, turning the 
summit into a cliffh anger, 
with disagreement on any one 
issue enough to prevent either 
agreement 

The toughest issue in the 
talks, and the last to be resol- 
ved, was the future of Pales- 
tinians on the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank of Jordan. 

President Sadat had pre- 
viously demanded total Israeli 
(withdrawal and establishment 
of a Palestinian state, which 
Israel flatly rejected. Begin 
claimed tbe West Bank as Je- 
wish land since biblical times. 

Under the trade-off, neither 
side formally had to give up 
its previous public position. 
But the detail in the agree- 
ment effectively prepares a 
middle ground, establishment 
of a Palestinian entity linked 
to Jordan. 

By virtue of a provision 


mat Israel must agree to the 
final solution for self-govern- 
ment and sovereignty in the 
West Bank, a separate Pales- 
tinian state is effectively pre- 
cluded. 

But by agreeing that a de- 
cision on the ultimate sove- 
reignty must be taken within 
five years after negotiations 
with Jordan, Egypt and West 
Bank Palestinians, Israel ac- 
cepts the need for a compro- 
mise. 

Sadat took the risk of crea- 
ting a rift with his Arab neigh- 
bors because the final remit 
is not specified. But Israel, if 
it adheres to the accord, will 
have to give up its sovereign- 
ty claim within five years. 

There are built-in induce- 
ments to this end, such as 
tying the talks on final West 
Bank status to peace talks 
with Jordan. 

Another trade-off centers 
on the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLQ), which Is- 
rael has refused under any 
circumstances to negotiate 
. with in the past 

Tbe accord provides that 
any West Bank Palestinians, 
and this includes FLO mem- 
bers, can be elected to the au- 
tonomous government planned 
for the five-year interim. 

But it gives Israel a veto 
over other Palestinians who 
might join the Egyptian or 
Jordanian delegation, thus 
most likely excluding the Bei- 
rut-based PLO leadership. 

On final borders, Sadat did 
not abandon his demand for 
the total return of Israel-oc- 
cupied territory, nor (fid Begin 
give up his insistence for a 
substantial territorial compro- 
mise on the West Bank. 

Instead, they settled for the 
formula that final borders 
would be negotiated with Jor- 
dan and tbe Palestinians.

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Learning to say ‘2aled’ with Saudia

. JEDDAH — Every expat- 
nate living and working in the 
Arab world, sooner or later, 
pas to declare his intention, at 
least to himself, about Arabic, 
will he simply scarpe by with 
Balaam aleikum,” “Keif Ha- 
lak?” and a pocketful of other 
similar passwords, or will he 
come to grips with the prob- 
lem of communicating with 
people at work or in the souks 
in a more intelligent and sym- 
pathetic fashion? If he makes 
rhe latter choice and he lives in 
Jeddah, then there is a very 
good way of proceeding. 

■ The Saudia Arabic Course at 
the Parents Cooperative School 
{PCS) has been going on now, 
successfully, for 13 years. For 
the whole of this period, the 
instructor has been Ahmad 
Abul Qassim. The course is 
progressive and beginners learn 
for two hours a week over 
three months to deal with the 
basic elements of gramme r 
and immediately relevant and 
useful vocabulary. 

“There are about 300 words 
to be learned during this first 
phase,” says Ahmad., “and of 
these, about SO are verbs, be- 
cause verbs are the skeleton 
of a language." 

After three months, students 
should be able to go shopping 
beyond the range of supermar- 
kets, take Laxis without incur- 
ring bankruptcy and make sim- 
ple, polite and constructive 
conversational gambits. 


“That is. of course, if they 
work at it,” Qassim cautioned. 
“You can’t expect to learn 
everything in the class, 
room and students should be 
prepared to spend at least a 
further two hours a week in re- 
vision and private study." 

The beginners' course is fol- 
lowed by a test, which most 
people pass. Then students go 
on to the intermediate phase. 
The pattern of learning is the 
same. Continuing the colloquial 


language, introducing additio- 
nal vocabulary and learning to 
speak through situation dialo- 
gues within the. group. Students 
gradually acquire more and 
more confidence. A test at the 
end of the three months inter- 
mediate course filters students 
who wish to go on to more 
advanced Arabic. 

What sort of live situations 
would Qassim expect students 
to be able to meet after the ad- 
vanced course? 

“In every way. their contacts 
with Arabs should be easier 
and more pleasant. It will be 
possible to meet people on 
friendly terms; ."For practical 
purposes, supposing his car 
breaks down miles from Jed- 
dah, he will be in a better posi- 
tion to ask for help." 

Abul Qassim is a big man of 
above average height, weight 
and energy. He was bom in 
Safuria in Palestine, in J937. 
After schooling there, he went 
in 1956 as a trainee' to the 
School of Civil Aviation in 
Damascus. There he passed 
through the various grades of 
training in Radio Communica- 
tions. “I was working all the 
hours that came, in those days 
and I studied in my spare timle 
for a B.A. in English at Damas- 
cus University.” . 

From Damascus, he took an 
appointment, in 1963, with the 
Saudi Ministry ■ of Education 
as an English Language teacher 
in Mecca. 

“I had always bad a mental 
picture of Mecca based on old 
prints and pictures so I was sur- 
prised to find it such a large 
city. It seems to get even bigger 
every time I go there and I've 
been for th Hajj nine times 
since my first visit." 

After two years teaching 
English in Mecca, he took a job 
with Saudia Airlines as a com- 
munication instructor in Jed- 
dah. At that time, Saudia’s su- 
perintendent of training ma- 
nuals was Robert Ford. He was 
keen to learn Arabic, so to-

gether, they planned the Saudia 
course. “If you ask me how 
many students have attended 
my classes since 1965 I should 
have to say. probably thous- 
ands. It started gradually, of 
course, but now there must be 
about 600 students a year,” 
Qassim said. 


-His students are of all natio- 
nalities. Each nationality seems 
to have its own peculiar diffi- 
culties. The French find some 
easy words unpronounceable, 
but where everyone else fails 
to master “ghrain,” the French, 
predictably, manage that quite 
well. The English have a pho- 
bia for gutturals and .aspirates; 
Germans have their own special 
Mind spots. The greatest pro- 
nounci ation problems, appa- 
rently are experienced by Chi- 
nese and Japanese students. 
This is. no doubt, a matter of 
the physiology of mouth, ton- 
gue and jaw being conditioned, 
naturally enough, for one’s 
own language. It may be that 
the tonal nature of Chinese 
makes it the furthest removed 
language from Arabjc. 

The course has been re-exa- 
mined and revised a number of 
times* and now. finally, Ahmad 
is satisfied with it. 

“The handbooks and casset- 
tes which are issued to students 


are now, 1 think, as good as 
we can get them." He has evol- 
ved a system of symbols for 
representing sounds, like “kh," 
for instance, which a number 
of students find difficulty with. 
The word Khaled is printed 
“2ald.” Since this cannot • be 
pronounced in that form, cor- 
rectly or incorrectly, the stu- 
dent must listen to the aspirate 
and get the sound right by re- 
petition. 

No previous knowledge is 
assumed. If intending students 
have had some grounding, how- 
ever, they can proceed to die 
intermediate stage on passing 
the final test o fthe beginners’ 
course. The course at ‘all- levels' 
is conducted through English. 


"People who don’t under- 
stand the principles of English 
grammer, or at least, the des- 
criptive terms, might have dif- 
ficulty at first," Qassim said. 

Men and women attend the 
courses in approximately equal 
numbers and the women seem, 
on the whole, to be slightly 
better. 

“Perhaps it is because the 
women have more time to stu- 
dy. One married couple almost 
had a divorce when I gave the 
lady half a mark more than 
her husband in the final test," 
Qassim noted.

Ahmad stresses that no lan- 
guage can be learned in a va- 
cuum and that even the best of 
students will forget what they 
have apparently absorbed if 
they do not use it and develop 
it in daily life. 

The writing of Arabic is an 
option for those students who 
wish to tackle it. 

“It helps if. people leam to 
write, although it seems very 
bard at first. They will find 
that a lot of the pronuncia- 
tion problems will disappear," 
Ahmad said. 

As a by-product of the cour- 
se, largely through their own 
questions, students will learn a 
lot about the customs, attitude 
and predispositions of Arabs. 
The assumption that all Arabs 
are much the same, wherever 
they come from, is false. The 
dialects, local cultures, aspira- 
tions and experiences of Arabs 
vary greatly from place to 
place. 

“If I had to try to say, never- 
theless, what all Arabs have in 
common it would have to be 
their passion for hospitality 
and their warmth of tempera- 
ment," said Qassim. “If also 
their extraordinary individua- 
lity, I must agree to that as 
weD." 

Foreigners learning Arabic 
find it strange that there should 
be so much difference between 
written (classical) and spoken 
(colloquial) Arabic. Very few 
Arabs speak in the classical 
form and these will be people 
of education and culture speak- 
ing among themselves. 

“I recently met two brothers 
from Fez, in Morocco, who 
had come for the Hajj,” said 
Qassim. “One of them asked 
me a question in Maghribi 
Arabic and 1 didn't understand 
a word. His brother was an 
educated man, a teacher of 
music, and we were able to 
communicate through the Clas- 
sical." 


Ahmad has two sons, .Mar- 
wan and Abdul Rahman, who 
are studying in the United 
States, hoping, eventually, to 
become qualified in medicine 
and engineering. 


“My ambition is to see them 
and my other three children, 
at school here in Jeddah, doing 
well in their chosen careers."

Giscard gets 


PARIS — After a five-year 
controversy, Paris is to have 
a museum of 19th-century art. 
But the project is already being 
thought of more as an illustra- 
tion of the power of a 20th- 
century French President. 

The museum was (he idea of 
Mme Anne-Aymone Giscard 
d'Estaing, wife of the President, 
who in her own words “dream- 
ed" of sponsoring a museum 
in the disused Gare d’Orsay on 
the left bank of the Seine. The 
dream is coming true only be- 
cause her husband was able to 
override every level of French 
legislation. 

Because of its flamboyant 
19th-century ironwork and ma- 
sonry, the deserted railway sta- 
tion is considered a perfect set- 
ting for such a museum. 

But in backing his wife’s 
plan for a museum which 
would cover every facet of 
19th-century French life on an 
area of more than 20,000 
square meters, Giscard was 
faced with a double financial 
and political obstacle. The first 
conservative estimate put the 
cost at around S86 million. 

The Mayor of Paris, Jac- 
ques Chirac, was the first to 
discover that his legislative 
powers in face of the President 
are limited and the matter never 
came before the Paris City 
Council. 

The president's position was 
reinforced by the March gene- 
ral elections which gave him 
the sort of freedom in home 
affairs he has long exercised 
i in foreign affairs. 

He appointed his press spo- 
kesman, Jean-Philippe Lecat. 
the new Cultural Minister and 
overrode parliament’s hesita- 
tion.

One occasionally hears the 
term “free finesse," bat often 
there is a question whether or 
not the finesse is really free. It 
is easy to misapply die term, 
which is exactly what declarer 
did in this deal where he un- 
necessarily went down one.

Acting under the impression 
that be was getting a bee 
finesse, declarer played the 
jack bom dummy and took 
.the queen with the ace. After 

■ drawing trumps, South 
returned a club, hoping to find 
the suit divided 3-3 so that be 


could obtain a discard on 
dummy's f north dub. 

But West showed out of 
dubs and there was now no 
way for declarer to avoid 
losing a club and two 
diamonds to go down one. It 
may seem that declarer is 
sure to fail, whatever he does, 
but actually Sooth can make 
the contract with proper play. 
He should follow low from 
dummy on the club lead and 
take the eight with the ace. 

South should assume from 
the bidding, as well as die 
opening lead, that the eight of 
dubs is a singleton. No harm 
can come from making this 
assumption because, if West 
has the queen of dobs; it can 
be trapped later on. 

After raffing two hearts in 
dummy and drawing trumps. 
South then plays the ace and 
another diamond. The 
defenders can now do no 
better than cash two 
diamonds, at which point they 
find themselves stymied. U 
West winds up on lead, he 
must return a heart or a 
diamond, allowing dummy to 
ruff as South discards his dub 
loser. 

If East wins the third 
diamond, he finds himself 
similarly strapped- He must 
yield a rqff and discard or lead 
a club Into dummy’s K-J. The 
so-called “free finesse” at 
trick cue turns out to be an 
optical illusion.

The end of the game came 
eight minutes and only four 
moves after chief arbiter Lo- 
thar Schmid opened Karpov's 
sealed 42nd move — when 
Korchnoi offered a draw. 

Most experts had agreed a 
draw was inevitable after play 
was suspended Tuesday night, 
•with each players left with only 
four pawns, a rook and a 
knight. 

“They probably forgot to 
offer a draw yesterday," Sch- 
mid said. 

Korchnoi made rhe offer 
when it became obvious that, 
after taking the 27-year-old 
Karpov's white kDight. the 
champion's rook would cap- 
ture the black knight and 
leave each player with only 
one rook as a power piece. 
The rooks, moreover, neutra- 
lized both players’ advancing 
passed pawns and killed all 
chances of any one of them 
turning into a queen. 

“We hardly analyzed it,” 
said British Grandmaster Ray- 
mond Keene, Korchnoi's chief 
second. “It was a dead draw 
position. 

Karpov's sealed move could 
have been slightly better if he 
had pushed his knight to king 
four instead of bishop four. 
That would have given the 
champion “the smallest of a 
small chance," Keene said. 
“But even that is all specula- 
tive.” 

The record of 17 draws was 
set by Russian Grandmasteis 
Tigran Petrosian and Boris 
Spassky in their 1966 World 
Chess Championship match. 


The all-time record, how- 
ever, still stands at 25. It was 
set by Cuba's Raul Capablan- 
ca and Russian Alexander 
Alekhine in their 1927 match 
which, like the current chant-- - 
pionship match, was open -eg- 
ded.
